Under the shadow of the gray-domed 


Capitol, gazing into the placid marble 
features of Greenough's statue of the 
first President, the twenty-sixth Pres- 
ident of the United States swore faith- 
fully to execute the laws and to pre- 
serve, protect and defend the constitu- 
tion. 


Once 
before he had taken this 


solmn obligation; then, at the death- 
bed of his martyred predecessor, sur- 
rounded by a small company of tear- 
dimmed friends and counsellors; today, 
in the presence of a cheering host of 
fifty thousand people. Then he had 
ridden ma'ny lonely miles over storm- 
swept mountain roads to reach the 
tragic scene of his elevation; today

My Fellow Citizens—No people or 


earth have more cause to be thankt'u 
than ours, and this is said reverently 
in no spirit of boastfulness in our own 
strength, but with gratitude to the Giv 
er of Good who has blessed us with the 
conditions which have enabled us to 
achieve so large a measure of well 
being and of happiness. • To us as a 
people it has been granted to lay the 
foundations of our national life in 
new continent. 
We are the heirs ot 


the ages, and yet we have had to pay 
few of the penalties which in old 
countries are exacted by the dead hand 
of a bygone civilization. We have not 
be"en obliged to fight for our existence 
against any alien race; and yet our life 
has called for the vigor and effort with 
out which the manlier and hardier vir 
tues wither away. Under such eondi 
tio*is .it "would be our own fault if wo 
failed ;and the success which we have 
had in the past, the success which we 
confidently believe 
the 
future wil 


bring, should cause in us no feeling of 
vain-glory, but rather a deep and abid 
ing realization of all which life has of 
fered us; a full acknowledgment ot" the 
responsibility which Is ours; and a 
fixed determination to show that under 
a free government a mighty people can 
thrive best, alike as regards the things 
of the body and the things of the soul 


Much has been 
given to us, anc 


much will rightfully be expected from 
us. We have duties to others and du- 
ties to ourselves; and we can shirk 
neither. We have bscome a great na- 
tion, forced, by the fact of its greatness 
into'"re*IaFibns" with the other nations 
of the earth; and we must behave as 
'jeseems a people with such responsi- 
bilities. Toward all other nations, large 
and small, our attitude must be one ot 
ordial and sincere friendship. 
We 


must show not only in our words, but 
n our deeds that we are earnestly de- 
sirous of securing their good will by 
acting toward them in a spirit ot" just 
and generous recognition of all their 
rights 
But justice and generosity in 


nation, as in an individual, count 


most when shown not by the weak but 
by the strong. While ever careful to 
refrain from wronging others, we must 
be no less insistent that we ar.e not 
wronged ourselves. We wish peace; 
but we wish the peace of justice, the 
>eace of righteousness. We wish 
it 


Because we think it is right and not 
because we are afraid. No weak nation 
that acts manfully and justly should 
lave cause to fear us, and no strong 
power should ever be able to single us 
out as a subject of insolent aggression. 


Our relations with the other powers 


of the world are important; but still 
more important are our 
relations 


among ourselves. 
Such 
growth in 


wealth, in population, and in power as 
his nation has seen during the cen- 
;ury and a quarter of Us national life 
s inevitably accompanied by a like 
;rowth in the problems which are fever 
lefore every nation that rises to.great- 
ness. Power invariably means both re- 
sponsibility and danger. Our forefath- 
ers faced certain perils which we have 
outgrown. We now face other perils 
he very existence of which it was im- 
possible that they should foresee. Mod- 
irn life is both complex and intense, 
and the tremendous changes wrought 
by the extraordinary industrial devel- 
opment of the last half century are felt 
n every fibre of our social and politi- 
cal being. Never before 
have -men 


ried so vast and formidable an experi- 
ment of administering the affairs of a 
continent under the forms of a demo- 
cratic republic. The conditions which 
have told for our marvelous material 
well-being, which have developed to a 
•ery high degree our energy, self-re- 
iance. and individual initiative, have 
also brought the care and anxiety in- 
eparable from the accumulation of 
great wealth in industrial centers. Vj>- 


the success of our experiment much 
>ends: riot only as regards our own 


welfare, but a-, regards the welfare of 
mankind. If we fail, the cause of irf- 
elf-government throughout the world 
will rock to its foundation.*: and there-

The 
man whose friends have claimed would 
shatter all/traditions, carve out a new 
path, and' pronounce something orig- 
inal, jwvfque, startling, has failed ut- 


J> tefly to rise to the opportunity so 


boastfully proclaimed as Roosevelt's 
own. He indulges in generalities of 
the most insipid and unsatisfying char- 
acter. There are no bronzen, brazen 
notes in his utterance. 
There is no 


throwing down of the guantlet to the 
influences that threaten, the very 
integrity of the government, and that 
Mr. Roosevelt has declared would sap 
the very life blood of our institutions, 
If pei mitted to go on unchecked, 


Mr. Roosevelt laid aside 
the big 


stick, the bludgeon with spikes in it, 
and for it seems to have substituted a 
club liberally upholstered and stuffed 
-with lamb's wool and sea weed. Read 


in the light of the report of Commis- 
sioner of Corporations Garfield, on the 
beef trust, a report that both justifies 
and palliates all the infamies of that 
octopus, the 
President's 
pronounce- 


ment is about the tamest thing imag- 
inable and savors of a complete sur- 
render. 


It has been claimed by the Presi- 


dent's friends tuat his inaugural utter- 
ance would take lank with the sec- 
ond inaugural addresses of both Jack- 
son and Lincoln. 
Yet never was a 


greater contrast in state papers pre- 
seted to the American people.

The impressive function was quickly 
followed by the final adjournment of 
the senate of the Fifty-eighth con- 
gress, the beginning of a special ses- 
sion, an address by the vice president 
and the swearing into office of almost 
a third of the membership of the sen- 
ate. The installation of the new vice 
president was simple and brief 
It 


consisted of a promise, solemnly made 
with uplifted hand and bowed head. 
<to perform the duties of the office and 
to support and defend the constitution 
of the United States. This was the 
oath of office, and it was administered 
by Senator Frye as president pro tern, 
of the senate.

GREAT BATTLE CONTINUES 


Kiiropatklfi Reports Russians Aban- 


doned JacbtooIIn-Many 


Thousands Killed. 


(Bulletin) 


Berlin, March 4 —A telegram from 


St Petersburg today gives the con- 
tents of what is said to have been a 
code dispatch from General Kuropat- 
kin, commanoer of the Russian army 
in Manchuria, a& iollows. 


"Two hundred and bixty thousand 


Japanese have broken through my 
left wing, which is cut off from the 
main army. The Japanese are march- 
ing on Mukden and my position is 
extremely dangerous " 


It is said the officials in St. Peters- 


burg admit Kuropatkin has sustained 
a crushing defeat, but the extent of 
the disaster is not accurately known. 


Kuropatkin is said to have reported 


losses in the recent fight at 
30*000, 


and the Japanese loss at 40.000. 


St Petersburg, 
March. 4.—General 


Kuropatkin today reports that the 
Russians have been 
compelled to 


evacuate Jachtoolm.' The Japanese, 
he adds, have sustained 
enormous 


losses as the result of the fighting on 
the left flank An unofficial telegram 
from the front states that the 
Japa- 


nese have made six successive at- 
tempts to storm the Russian 
central 


position. Each time they 
advanced 


within 200s yards of the Russian posi- 
tion but were repelled with 
great 


losses 


St Petersburg, 
March 4.—General 


Birjevia reports from Mukden that a 
force of Japanese marching from the 
Liao river toward Sinmintins en- 
countered a Russian force 17 versts 
west of Mukden. A determined fight 
ensued, the result of which is not 
known 
The Japanese later occupied 


Sinminting 


Tokjo, March 4.—General Oku has 


captured nine miles of Russian posi- 
tions on the right bank of the Hun 
river 
The batle is continuing along 


the whole front.

Nicholas Issues a Rescript Proclaming AD Assembly-Rep- 


resentatives to be Elected-General Strike Pro- 


claimed by St. Petersburg Workmen, 


ST PETERSBURG March 4—The Czar's rescript summoning a repre- 


sentative assembly has pioduced an excellent effect, and has turned the uni- 
versal gloom caused by the reactionary manifesto into a ieeling that the 
dawn ot Liberalism is approaching. The details, manner and time of the 
convening of the assernl)i\ have not yet heen decided, but the tact that the 
Czar has accepted the grnrial principle is hailed as epoch-making. Some of 
the conservatives while acknowledging that a great forward step has been 
taken, iear the assembl\ s deliberations will be too liberal to please the Czar 
and will result in reaeuon<iryism.

ORDINANCE 


Requiring People to Keep Sidewalks 


and Gutters Clear Will be En- 


forced by Authorities. 


At a meeting of the Board of Public 


Service held Saturday morning a res- 
olution was passed unanimously to en 
force the ordinance providing for the 
keeping clear all sidewalks and gut- 
ters. 


The ordinance is known as a-98 and 


reads as follows: 


"It shall be unlawful, and the same 


is hereby declared to be a misdemean/ 
or to tail to keep the sidewalk and 
gutter m troat of his or her house, 
store, factory, or other building, or va- 
cant lot, tree from snow, ice or other 
matter, and in a cleanly condition 
This section shall apply 
to owners 


and occupiers alike." 


The Board's action is one that is to 


be commended and

Members Lamb, Levmgston and Lmke

would be enforced 
without fear or 


favor. 


The penalty for a violation of this or- 


dinance is a fine of from ?1 to $500, up 
on conviction before the Mayor.

strike was proclaimed at sectional 
meetings of workmen here 


St. Petersburg, March 4 —Surround- 


ed by the ministers and members of 
the court.the czarafflxert his signature 
toaresenpt giving elected represents 
tives of the people an opportunity to 
express their views in the preparation 
of the laws of the empire This is the 
autocracy's final response to the agk 
tation in favor of participation by the 
peiple 
in 
government which 
has 


brought Russia in the last few months 
almost to the brink of revolution. Its 
import must not be misunderstood. 
For the present, at least, it involves 
no change in the regime of autocracy, 
and it means neither a constitution 
nor a national assembly 
At the same 


time it recognizes the principle of the 
people's right to be heard regarding 
laws under which they must live. 
"Vvhatever the result may be, the doc- 
ument is sure to mark an epoch in 
Russian history as important, if not 
more important, than the signing cf 
the 
emancipation 
manifesto, 
the 


twenty-fourth aniversarv of which it 
was intended to signalize 


The Imperial rescript reads, in part: 


"My desire is to attain the fulfillment 
of my intentions for the welfare of 
my people by means of the co-opera- 
tion of the government with experi- 
enced forces of the community and to 
retain the prestige of the Russian na- 
tion undiminished and to maintain 
order therein 
I am reserved hence- 


forth, with the help of God, to con- 
vene the worthiest men possessing 
the confidence of the people and elect- 
ed by them, to participate in the elab- 
oration and consideration of legisla- 
tive measures. Taking into considera- 
tion the peculiar circumstances of the 
fatherland, its multiplicity of races 
and, m certain parts of the country, 
the weak development of citizenship, 
Russian rulers in their wisdom insti- 
tuted reforms in accord with their ma- 
ture requirements, but only in logical 
sequence, at the same time consider- 
ing the continuation of firm historical 
ties with the past as a pledge for the 
durability and stability of the present 
In undertaking these reforms, I am 


convinced that local needs and experi- 
ence of life well weighed and sincere 
speech of those elected will insure 
fruitfulness to legislation for the real 
benefit of the people." 


The workmen left their meetings in 


St. Petersburg threatening to reinaug- 
urate a general strike. 
The streets 


are again full of Cossacks, and every 
preparation and precaution has been 
taken in anticipation of possible trou- 
ble. Extra editions of the 
Official 


Messenger containing the imperial 
manifesto and rescript have been dis- 
tributed in all the industrial quarters. 
The refusal of the workmen's ultima- 
tum demanding release of their fel- 
lows arrested 
since Jan. 22, open 


meetings and free publication of the 
proceedings of the Sehidlovski concil- 
iation commission was because the 
government realized that the forces 
behind the workmen were political 
agitators 
The freeing of those ar- 


rested would simply reinforce the 
workmen, and open meetings would 
be used, not for the purpose of adjust- 
ing strike differences, but to make 
revolutionary speeches for dissemina- 
tion throughout the press.
